Speculation* a* to a Crime. 


AH men in the police business are 


fertile in theories concerning the com- 
mission of crime, especially when it is 
involved in mystery. But their profes- 
sional zaal often leads them into fio 
wildest kind of speculation. Perhaps 
the wildest and most far-fetched thsorv 
of lato is th_. published by the Alameda 
police concerning the midnight attempt 
made on the lives of Rev. Mr. Wolf and 
his wife. These sagacious sleuths of 
the law are charging the crime to an 
Alaska whisky ring which tha Wolfs, 
during their stay in Alaska, exposed. 
In other words, the motive ia said to 
have been revenge, and the deed watt 
committed by an emiesary of the ring. 
The theory la a wild one, because only 
such chances an :\ burglar would taks 
were taken to carry the crime into exe- 
cution, and it would have been easier 
for the Alaska whisky ring to iave dis- 
posed of ihe Wolfs remoter from c ivili 
zation with less danger of failure cp 
detection. It is much more probable 
that the. midnight visit waa made for 
robbery, for the property was there as 
an incentive, and that the murderous 
attempt on life was made because some- 
thing alarmed the operator and led him 
to fear detection unlais the Wolfs were 
dispatched. 


The raanner in which • crime ia com- 


mitted frequently betrays tbo race to 
which the criminal belongs. 
Quite aa 


good an index of the race relations of 
the criminal is 
the 
weapon used. 


Sagacious catchers of 
criminals fre- 


quently spot the culprits by studying 
ihe offense from these two standpoints. 
An expert detective will often tell from 
tne evidence the man or woman who 
hasicommittsd it, it it is not the first 
offense; if it is the first offense ol the 
kind, these evidences of the crime guide 
them unerringly in the right direction. 
A man or woman is slain with a razor, 
for instance. That is accepted as evi- 
dence that the crime was committed bv 
a negro, for the simple reason tbat the 
rszor is a favorite weapon with that 
race. If the deed wai done by a pistol 
or a knife, U ia ten to one a white man; 
if by a knife, then by a seafarer, for 
sailor* are habituated to tb* use of 
sheath knivea; if'by a stiletto, then by 
an Iialisa or one of Mexican or Spanish 
blood; if by a hatchet, then by a sav- 
age or a member of a semi-barbarous 
race—an Indian or • Chinaman. 


The Alamedn crime was not commit- 


ted with a razor, a pistol or a knife, 
therefore the reasoning ia good that it 
waa neither a colored man, nor a white 
man, nor • sailor, nor an Italiaa, nor a 
Mexican or Spaniard that committed 
tha deed. Bat the Wolts were hacked 
with a hatchet. Then we most look 
for the 
criminal among th* semi- 


barbarous 
and 
savage 
races—the 


muidarous attempt was made either by 
•n Indian or • Chinaman, more likely 
by a Chinaman than by an Indian, be- 
cause Indiana are rary rare in this sec- 
tion and tbe race has never figured con- 
apicnonsly in criminal annals as mid- 
night burglars. Bat the Chines* are 
r.umeroui here; and what is more, a 
Chinaman may sully bar* acquired a 
knowledge ol the premises ooenpied by 
th* Wolfs aad of the ratable* of 
which they were p?ase*s*d, « th* 
criminal is erar caught it is almost safe 
to predict that be will prove to b* a 
member of the Mongolian raes, having 
no interact IB th* Alaska whisky ring 
*md no knowledge of the antecedents ol 
the Walk.

Whije tbe boom.«f the guna of con- 


tending hosts was rending the air ot the 
Orient and rumors of war were dtBltirb- 
ing the political tranqnility of .Earops, 
an international society for the c;m»er- 
aion of the sword into a plowshare' and 
the spear .into a pruniag hook assem- 
bled at Antwerp a few wee'ka ago to 
diacnaa plans for the settlement of ail 
difficulties between nations by arbitra- 
tion. Is embraced delegates from al- 
most every civilizdd nation. The Uaita d 
States was represented by delegations 
from the American Peaca Society, the 
Universal Peace Union and the Chris- 
tian Arbitration and Peaca Society. 
Nearly every nation ia Europe was 
represented. 
Many of the delegates 


were women. 
Some of these took an 


active part in the debates. 
The con- 


gress eat three days—August 29th, 30 th 
and 3ist—holding seven sessions during 
that pariod. It was the sixth time lor 
the representatives of the various na- 
tional organizations for peace and arbi- 
tration to meet together. Last year the 
congress was held at Chicago. 
Th.9 


first International Peace Congress met 
at Paris in 1880. 
The movement has 


since gained ground steadily. 
There 


were (oar times the numb'»r of peacj 
organizations in the Antwerp congress 
than were represented at the Paris con- 
gress of 1889. 
The General German 


Peace Society was represented for the 
first time. The English ddlegation rep- 
resented tec di(Tareat peace organiza- 
tions. 
Tha 
Antwerp congress 
was 


otherwise 
epecnlly 
favored. 
King 


Leopold of Belgium stood as its sponsor , 
having uaiaed tho honorary prasidaot 
and acting president of tha Committee 
of Patronage, under whose auspices the 
congreuii was held. 


The Advocate of Peac.i in reviewing 


the proceedings, atirnj up ihe subjects 
discussed by tha Sixth International 
Peace Congress, as follows: "Treaties 
of 
arbitration, tha reform of inter- 


national law, a permaaent court of arbi- 
tration, 
a 
truce of armaments in 


Europe, the utilizing of standing urmios, 
so long aa they exist, for productive 
purposes, tha equ.U sovereignty oi all 
States, small or great, ihe saoredaesa oi 
human life, the criminality of the dual, 
a conference of European powara ia tha 
interests of peaca arid tho decrease oi 
military burdans, an International Ooi-

The territorial uud

uized by tho Congress, aa was evidenced 
by the following resolution, which was 
adopted without discussion: 


That every sovereign State, whether 


email or qreat. weak or strong, should be 
considered as th.- equal of all otbers hnv- 
IQK a riglit to the aamo natural and luridic 
consideration as ia claimed by the greatest 
and strongest o( other nations, both in re- 
spect to its individuality and its privile"ea 
as a free find organized conamunuv.

The aim of tha I'o.iue Congresi is to 


be an international educator—;o teacu 
men to war no more. To that end it 
"espressos the wish that each of !ha 
associations represented may undertake 
to invite, iu tho territory where its 
work is done, the teachers, professors 
and the ministers of all religious to shnn 
as much as possible ia the choice of 
their subjects, in their narrations and iu j 
their expressions, everything of a nature 
to Hwakan or excite military tenden- 
cies," 
The congress also discounte- 


nanced a practice which has developed 
in a wonderful degree of late years 
in 
the 
United 
Stataa 
as well 


as elsewhere, not only in the schools 
bat also in the churches, by expressing 
the "opinion tbat military exercisas iu 
the schools ought to be replaced by ex- 
cursion exercises which give tha great- 
est amount ol physical development to 
th* youth and 
powerfully - favor 
the 


peace propaganda, by facilitating an 
acquaintance with countries and people 
tkrougu immediate contact with th 
inhabitants." 


Some day, perhapi, the nations wil 


adopt the suggestions of the Peaca Con- 
gress; bat tha great preparations fo 
war which are, still going on- iu "tb 
piping times of peace" show that th 
days wban men shall war no more hav< 
not yet dawned on lha world.

Encouraging Conditions Can Be 


Easily Noted. 


Easiness Has Started to Pici Up for the 


Holiday Seeson. 


The uky of tbe 
business world 
IB 


brightening, and when the holiday trade 
which is already beginning to move, 
gets into full swing, the old-time condi- 
tions of prosperity are expected to again 
retnrn. 
The Eastern financiers are 


much encouraged over the outlook, and 
in a special letter to THE TRIBUNE, 
Henry Clews, the 
well-known New 


York bankar, writes as follows: 


"The symptoms of growing confidence 


in the market are unmistakable, and 
sagacious operators ara looking for an 
early improvement in pricss; though 
more dloposed to wait icr a luller ma- 
turity oi conditions than to precipitate 
a rise prematurely. 
For the last few 


weeks Wall street has watched the 
courae of general business with a critical 
eye. 
AVhilst expecting arerivalol trade 


immediately following trie end of the 
tariff Buspones a 3 a matter of course, 
they wailed to sue bow far the revival 
would run and whether it would not be 
followed by a reaction. 


"There was some reaction following 


the universal and liberal replenishment 
of the previously exhuustsd stocka of 
merchandise; and tho n came a second 
waiting to e&e bow far that reaction 
would extend and whether the second 
stage ol tlie season's buying would ba 
as satisfactory as the first. That test 
was a crucial one, but it has been at- 
tended by 110 disappointment. In most 
branches o! trade there is already an 
encouraging 
resumption 
of buying; 


which is construed as meaning that the 
retailors are finding a satisfactory de- 
mand for goods aud that the consump- 
tive ability of the country ia again verg- 
ing upon the normal measure. 


"The 
efl'ect of these indications has 


been to develop a 
hopeful 
feeling 


through the 
various departments of 


trade, which findn its effect ia larger 
orders at fiiat hands and in preparations 
for an increased output among tbe in- 
dustries and in larger orders for importa- 
tions. 
Thn recant public utterances ol 


President Iloberts of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad, wboie 
abilities and con- 


servatism 
of judgment are universally 


recognized, are «u important acknowl- 
edgment of tbe value of these symptoms; 
and his estimates will have the more 
effect upon public confidence because 
they echo a feeling that is generally 
entertained among men connected wilt 
the larger movements of capital. It ia 
not easy to limit the benefits that may 
arise from public confidence assuming a 
more positive ibane. 


"To both tho borrowers of capital and 


the lenders ot it there are now clear and 
stroug inducements to rusume opera- 
tions, Tbe former class have suffered 
greatly from 
the long interruption of 


business end Lave been compelled to 
make important postponements of con- 
templated enterprises. They have been 
conservative enough to defer their un- 
dertakings until the proipect was more 
certain, and having reached * stage of 
recovery, which bespeaks more conG- 
deuce among investors, they are likely 
to substitute action for waiting. 
The 


lender* are tired of keeping their mean* 
BO long idle and o! lending at less than 
half tha usual rates ol interest; and 
when general symptomi are indicating 
• large recovery of confidence and sound- 
ness they are not likely to reject meri- 
torious applications for capital. 
"\ 
feeling approaching uneasiness 


bis been caused in some quarters by the 
high rates of forolzn exchange and tbe 
shipment of $1,000,000 gold to Germany. 
And yet there is no present visible rea- 
son for expecting any really important 
movement of that kind. One shipment 
of $500,000 appears to have been made 
in •ettlemfnt of n transient railroad 
obligation juit matured, and there .are 
reasons why Germany should have pre- 
ferred gold in iw liquidation to anything 
else. At this season of Ibe year the in- 
terior 
dumsnd 
for currency always 


makes money trcaree at Berlin, added to 
which Russia has recently drawn fraely 
OD her deposits at that center. 


"At New York tbe symptoms are not 


such aa to suggest any continuous ad- 
verse etate of Ibe foreign exchanges. 
While the rates are high, there seems to 
be t\ good deal of elasticity in tbe sup- 
ply of bills. There ia likely, however, 
to be a much more active demand for 
gold in Europe than has been experi- 
enced for manv months past. Egypt 
will call for some £2,000,000 in payment 
for her cotton crop; Brazil has a call 
upon a considerable sum in payment for 
her largo exports of coffee; the British 
Provinces and Scotland era expected to 
forthwith draw largely upon the Bank 
ol England; and Austria-Hungary is 
ready to seize every opportunity to com.1 
plets her nuw currency scheme. It is 
quite possible, therefore, that before the 
end of tbo year, we may need to in- 
crease our exports of merchandise if we 
are to escape txports of sold."

United States Supreme Court, h«3 »o 
many duties to perform and, further- 
more, is impeded so much by ill-health 
that he is unable to attend to tha meet- 
ings of the University Trustees 


The significance of the resignation lies 


though ia tne fact that tuo Attorney 
General of tbe United States has com- 
menced proceedings against the Stan- 
ford estate for the recovery ol $15,000,- 
000, to cover the late Leland Stanford's 
share of lha indebtedness of the Central 
PaciBc Kailroad Compauy to the United 
States Government, and the three prop- 
erties dedicated to the maintenance oi 
tha University — namely, the Vina, 
Gridly and Palo Alto ranches, are in- 
volved iu the suit. 


If Justice Field ramained a trustee of 


the Stanford University he would, in 
consequence, be disqualified to sit in the 
hearing of that case if it evoi comes be- 
fore the Supreme Court of the United 
States, and it is evidently his deter- 
mination not to be ej di«qualined. The

The theory !i a wild one, because only 
each chancss as n burglar would take 
ware taken lo carry tbe crime into exe- 
cution, and it would have been easier 
lor the Alaska whiiky ring to iiave dis- 
posed ol the Wolfs remoter from c ivili- 
zalioa with lea* danger of failure Of 
detecticD, It ia much more probable 
tbat the midnight vitit was made for 
robbery, for tbe property wai there as 
an incentive, and that the murderous 
attempt on life wai made because some- 
thing alarmed the operator and led him 
to fear detection .unleai the Wolfa were 
dUptitched.

Sigaciou* catchers of 
criminals fre-

An expert detective will often tell from 
tne evidence the nan or woman who 
ha9|committ»d it, if it ia cot the firat 
offense; if it t» tbe first offense of the 
kind, these evldencea of the crime guide 
them unerringly in the right direction. 
A man or woman U alala with, a razor, 
ior instance. That is accepted aa evi- 
dence that the crime waa committed by 
a negro, for the simple reason tbat the 
rtzor it a favorite weapon with that 
race. If tbe deed wa« done by a pistol 
or a knife, it ia ten to one a white man; 
if by a knife, then by a seafarer, for 
•ailora are habituated to the nae of 
eiieath knivea; If-by a stiletto, then by 
an ItaUa> or one ol Mexican or Bpaniah 
blood; il by a hatchet, th«n by a sav- 
age or a member of a semi-barbarous 
race—an Indian or • Chinaman. 


The Alameda crime waa not commit- 


ted with a raior, a pistol or a knife, 
therefore the reasoning is good that it 
was neither a colored man, nor a while 
man, nor a sailor, nor an Italian, nor a 
Mexican or Spaniard that committed 
the deed. Bat the Wolfs were hacked 
with a hatchet. Then we most look

Aa lKt«rna.tiocal Peace C 


While the boom^f the guna of con- 


tendiog boats was rending the air ot the 
Orient and rumors of war were disturb- 
ing tbe politic*! tranqniltty of Europe, 
an international society for tha conver- 
sion of the sword into a plowshare' and 
the spear .into a. pruning hook assem- 
bled at Antwerp a few weeks ago to 
diacuaa plans for tba settlement of all 
difficulties between nations by arbitra- 
tion. I; embraced delegates from al- 
most every civilized nation. The Unite: d 
States was represented, by delegations 
from the American Peace Society, the 
Universal I'eace Uaion and the Chris- 
tian Arbitration and Peaco Society. 
Nearly every nation ia Europe was 
repretented. 
Many of tbe delegates 


were women. 
Rome of those took aa 


active part in tbe debates. 
The con- 


gress eat tbree dayi—August 29tb, 30 th 
and 31st—holding seven sessions during 
that period. It wag the sixth time for 
the representatives of the various na- 
tional organizations for peace and arbi- 
tration to meet together. Last year the 
congress was held at Chicago. 
Xho 


first International Peace Congress met 
at Paris in 1SS9. The movemant has 
since gained ground steadily. 
There 


were four times the numb«r of peacs 
organizationc in the Antwerp congroait 
than were represented at tho Puns con- 
gress of 1889. 
The General German 


Peace Society was represented for tho 
fir»t time. The English delegation rep- 
resented tea different peace organiza- 
tions. 
The Antwerp congress 
was

Tho territorial and population

equalities of nations were not recog- 
nized by tho CongrosB, na win evidenCiil 
by the following resolution, which was 
adopted without iliscuesion: 


That every sovereisn State, whether 


email or great, weak or strong, should be 
considered as th.- equal of nil others, tmv- 
inn a right to tho same uutar-sl and juridic 
consideration a9 ia olatmed by the greatest 
and airongest of otbor nations, both in re- 
spect to its individuality and it<i privilOijo^ 
as a free and orpanued community. 


'i'iie (urn o! tha 1'oiue Cjngresi is to 


be an international educator—'.o leacu 
men to war no mere. To that ond it 
"expresses tbo wish that each of t h j 
associations represented may undertake 
to invite, in tho territory where its 
work is done, the teachers, professors 
and tha ministers of all religious lo shun 
as much aa possible iu the choice of 
their subjects, in their narrations and in 
their expressions, every thing of a nature 
to awakon or excite military tenden- 
cies." 
The congress also discounte- 


nanced a practice which hag developed 
in a wonderful degree of late years 
in 
tbe 
United 
Stated 
as well 


SB elsewhere, not only in the schools 
but also in the churches, by expressing 
tbe "opinion that military exercises in 
tha schools ought to bo replaced by ex- 
cursion exercisei which give the great- 
est amount o( physical development to 
the yontb and powerfully- favor the 
peace propaganda, by facilitating an 
acquaintance with countries and people, 
through immediate contact with the 
inhabitants." 


Some day, parhapi, the nations will 


adopt the suggestions of the Peace Con- 
gress; but tha great preparations for 
war which ara atill going on- in "the 
piping times of peace" show that the 
days when men shall war no more have 
not yet dawned on tha world.

land and Piedmont Electric Railroad 
Company to pot in an electric motor if 
the South Pacific Coast Railroad Com- 
pany will put iu the gearing to tarn the 
Webster etreet drawbridge, which Pres- 
ident Rank made at the last meeting of 
tbe Board of Sapervieors, seems to be a 
very fair one. 
The electric railroad 


company will alao furnish the powor 
while their machinery ia running, and 
the county and the South Pacific Coast 
Railroad Company the bridge tenders. 
Snch an arrangement wonld cover the 
time the electric railroad WM running, 
but between ths houra of 1 A. M. and 6 
A. 11. the drawbridge would bava to be 
operated by hand power, aa it ia oper- 
ated now, unless storage batteriea were 
provided for night aervice.

peace propaganda, by facilitating an 
acquaintance with countries and pauf>le, 
through immediate contact with the 
inhabitants." 


Bom* day, perhaps, the nations will 


adopt the iiiirgestioas of the Peaca Con- 
gress; but tha great preparations for 
war which ara still going on- iu "tbe 
piping time* of peace" show that the 
days when men shall war no more have 
not yet dawned on thn world.

During the year, thare had been an io-

tha old California days of wealth and 
crime. 


Nearly forty years ago an American 


ship lay in the harbor ot San 1'rancisco 
awaiting 
clearance 
papers for Now 


York. 
A valuable cargo was etored in 


the hold. 
Mont valuable oi all was a 


box containing ?GO,000 in cold slogs. In 
thoie free and easy days, treasure was, 
as compared with the present time, 
lootoly guarded. 


Among the crew were two men who 


coveted tho precious contents of tbe box. 
They laid their plans and awaited an 
opportunity. It came. One day the 
captain and first mate went ashore, 
leaving the ship in charge of tbe Second 
Slate L. F. 
Anderson. Tho pirates' 


opportunity had arrived. They seized 
it. 


In the dusk of evening a small boat 


' 
elided away from the snip's side. In it 
were the two sailors and the money. 
Fast Yerba Buena island sped the treas- 
ure craft. In a few bouts. Sheep IslaaJ, 
the objective point of the buccaneers 
hove in sight. A lauding was made and 
•con tbe money wan buried under five 
feet ol earth. Then tbe sailors escaped 
to Oakland. 


As BOOU its tbe robbery was dis- 


covered Anderson was arrested. 
No 


trace of the Bailors could bo found. Tue 
mate's trial took place before Judge 
Reynolds in the old District Court. Al- 
though the evidence was purely circum- 
stantial he wau convicted und sentenced 
tc twenty-five years in San Queium 
where ho died. 


The sailors were never brought to 


earthly justice, although both met tbe

who fled to Australia, received fatal in- 
juries ut a fire.

Encouraging Conditions Can Be 


Easily Noted. 


Easiness Has Started to Pick Dp for the 


Holiday £e?son. 


The sky of the business world is 


brightening, and when the holiday trade 
which la already beginning to move, 
gets into fall awing, the old-time condi- 
tions of prosperity are expected to again 
retara. 
The Eastern financiers are 


much encouraged over the outlook, and 
in a special Utter to THE TRIBCSE, 
Henry Clews, the 
well-known New 


York bank or, writes M follows: 


"The simptoms of growing confidence 


in the market are unmistakable, and 
sagacious operators are looking for an 
early improvement in pricss; though 
more diupo»ed to wait for a fuller ma- 
turity of conditions than to precipitate 
a rise prematurely. 
For lha last few 


weeks Wall street has watched the 
course of general business with a critical 
pyo. Whilst expecting a revival of trade 
iram&diately following trie end of the 
tariff suspense fl'3 a matter of courao, 
they wailod to see bow far the revival 
would run aud whether H would uot be 
followed by a reaction. 


"There wag some reaction following 


the universal and liberal replenishment 
of the previously exhausted stocica of 
merchandise; and then came a second 
waiting to eoe how far that reaction 
would extend and whether the second 
stage of the season's buying would Ua 
as satisfactory as the first. That lest 
was a crucial one, but it has been at- 
tended by uo diiappointment. In most 
branches of trade there is already an 
encouraging 
resumption 
of buying; 


which is construed as meaning that the 
re'.ailera are finding a satisfactory de- 
mand for goods and that the consump- 
tive ability of the country ia again verg- 
ing upon the normal measure. 


"Tue effect of these indications haa 


been to develop a 
hopeful 
feeling 


through the various departments of 
trade, which findn its offset iu larger 
orders at first hands and in preparations 
for an increased output among tbe in- 
dustries and in larger orders for importa- 
tion*. Th« recant public utterances of 
President Iloborts of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad, whose 
abilities and con- 


servatism of judgment are universally 
recognized, are au important acknowl- 
edgment of the value of these symptoms; 
and his estimates will have the more 
effect upon public confluence because 
Uiey echo a feeltne that is generally 
entertained among men connected witt 
the larger movements of capital. It ia 
not easy to limit the benefits that may 
arise from public confidence assuming a 
more pontive shape. 


"To both tho borrower! of capital and 


tbe lenders of it there are now clear and 
vtroug inducements to rusume opera- 
tions. The former class have suffered 
greatly from 
the long interruption of 


business and have been compelled to 
make important postponements of con- 
templated enterprises. They have been 
conservative enough to defer their un- 
dertakings until tho prospect was more 
certain, and having reached a stage of 
recovery, which bespeaks more confi- 
dence among investor*, tliev are likely 
to substitute action for waiting. 
The 


lender! are tiro a of keeping their means 
so lonK idle and o! lending at less ttian 
half the uinal rates of interest; and 
when general symptom* sire indicating 
• large recovery of confidence and sound- 
ness they are not likely to reject meri- 
torious applications for capital. 


"A. 
feeling approaching uneasiness 


has been caaied in some quarters by the 
high rates of foreign exchange and tbe 
shipment of •fl,000,000 gold to Germany. 
And yet there IB no present visible rea- 
son for expecting any really important 
movement of that kind. One shipment 
of *500,000 appears to have been made 
in settlement of 
ft transient railroad 


obligation jutt matured, and there rore 
reasons why Germany should have pre- 
ferred gold in its liquidation to anything 
else. At this season of the year the in- 
terior 
d«msnd 
for currency always 


makes money scarce at Berlin, added to 
which Russia has recently drawn freely 
on her deposits at that center. 


"At N»w York the symptoms are not 


such as to enggest any continuous ad- 
verse state of tbe foreign exchanges. 
While the rates are high, there seems to 
be n good deal of elasticity in the sup- 
ply of bills. There ia likely, however, 
to be a much more active demand for 
gold in Europe than has bean experi- 
enced for manv months past. Egypt 
will call for some £2,000,000 in payment 
for her cotton crop; Brazil has a call 
upon a considerable sum in pay monitor 
her large exports of coffee; the British 
Provinces and Scotland are expected to 
forthwith draw largely upon the Bank 
of England; and Austria-Hungary is 
ready to seize every opportunity to com' 
plete her new currency scheme. It is 
quite possible, therefore, that before the 
end of tbe year, we may need to in- 
crease our exports of merchandise if we 
are to escape exports of eold."
